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ABOUT BATS. 


BY EDWARD A, SAMUELS, 


Perhaps no group among our native | 
mammals possesses a greater interest to the | 
| student and appreciative observer, than that 

in which are included our Bats. Veiled as 
it has been by the obscurity of prejudice and 
superstition, its history has been by the 
multitude almost entirely neglected, and in 
| many localities even now, itis regarded only 
| with horror and disgust, and its members 
| are almost certain to meet at every turn with 
| certain destruction. But throwing aside the 
old way of thinking of these animals and 
looking upon and examining them as speci- 
mens of the Creator’s work, we discover in 
| their life and habits so many points of sur- 
passing interest, that we are ashamed to ac- 
knowledge our past ignorance and neglect. 

The great order in which our bats are in- 
| cluded is very properly called Cheiroptera 
|from the Greek words cheiros and ptera, 
| hand-wings. It is very generally distributed 

throughout the world, and its members are 
| possessed of many very singular and in 
some cases hideous forms, such for instance 
as the Vampyres and Spectre Bats, which 
are found in the tropical portions of South 
America, and the Rousette, which is found on 
| the Isles of France and Bourbon. 
| These varieties of form have naturally a 
number of set groups or families each pos- 
sessing strongly marked characteristics and 
|habits, One of the principal of these is the 
family Vespertilionide, in which are in- 
cluded all the species of the Continent, and 
jit is to this that our present attention is 
| directed. 

On examining one of these animals, we 
find that its anterior limbs are very greatly 
lengthened and that its posterior limbs are 
comparatively short and feeble, all four of 
the limbs are connected together by a thin 
semi-transparent naked membrane which 
forms a wide and flexible wing, furnishing 
the animal with vigorous powers of flight ; 
on opening the wing, we find running across 
it and strengthening it the four greatly 
elongated fingers of the forehand correspond- 
jng in number of joints to the human hand 
and at the base of these fingers is situated 
the thumb, which is provided with a sharp 
curved claw or nail; the hind feet are short 
and five toed, each toe being provided with 
a short sharp claw. The head is short and 
broad, the ears large and wide, the teeth are 
sharp and fine, admirably adapted to eating 
insect food, but not vegetables, the eyes are 
very minute, scarcely as large as the head of 
asmall pin; the teats are two in number, 
situated on the breast and the body is 
clothed with fine soft fur. These character- 
istics of form are possessed dy all the species 
found on this Continent. 

They have also many characteristics of habit 
in common to them all, but as our space is 





} 


not sufficiently large to discuss the pecu- 
| liarities of all our varieties, we will content 
ourselves with a brief general glance at 
‘them, and direct our especial attention to 
| one or two of the mos{ common and familiar 
| apecies. 
| Our bats are all insectivorous, and as most 
| young readers doubtless know, are also 
nocturnal in habit. If we take a position in 
the neighborhood of an old ruined dwelling 
| or the dilapidated stone walls of a church, or 
|the rocky fastnesses of a cave at the ap- 
| proach of dusk, we see great numbers of 
these animals issuing forth from these re- 
| treats and soon busying themselves in their 
pursuit of their insect jprey; nota moth or 
beetle shows itself winging its flight through 
| the air seeking a safe and suitable place for 
\the deposit of its eggs, the foundation for 
future noxious broods, when as quick as a 
flash a bat seizes it and soon the morsel is 
appropriated to its never-satisfied appetite. 
Ina short time the flying insects near the 
surface of the earth are exhausted and the 
bats take wider and higher circles in the 
pursuit of their prey. Silently they labor, 
their wings make no sound upon the air, 
their voices are hushed, but they are all the 
more busy and for the benefit of man their 
greatest enemy too; multiply the myriads of 
injurious insects each bat kills in the hour 
of a single night by the myriads of bats that 
are thus employed, and we can see at a 
glance the purpose for which they were in- 
tended by the Almighty. 

Having seen so much of the life of these 
animals our curiosity is excited, we wish to 
learn further of them. As soon as the sun- 
light has driven these night wanderers back 
to their holes, provided with lanterns we 
penetrate to their recesses and seek for them 
at home. Turning the rays of the lantern in 
different directions, we soon discover hang- 
ing from many jutting pieces of stone, 
bunches of fur, which on being examined 
proved to be the object of our search; with 
their wings folded closely to their bodies 
there they hang suspended by the claws of 
their hind feet, head downwards. Cautiously 
we take one from his hanging place and lay 
him on the ground to see him crawl away to a 
better hiding pkce, but the poor little 
wretch cannot run and in fact can hardly 
move except by thrusting out before him his 
wings and hooking on to some object and 
then drawing himself along toit. We take 
him up and suspend him by his claws again 
and continue our observations among the 
others. Soon we discover several individuals 
with two wooly objects clinging to their 
breasts, and we soon find that they are 
females with their young fastened to them 
by their claws, the little wretches cling tight, 
and well they may, for their mother is their 
nest and food and home until they are them- 
selves able to fly. Often have I seen a 
female bat, with her young clinging one to 
each teat flying about in search of food, and 
the little ones were not so very small either, 
and how else could they get along? The old 
ones make no nest ; if they wanted to never 80 
much they could not, and the chances are 
that from their wandering habits they spend 
the day in one place, and the next in another 
two or three miles distant just as they 
happen to be when day overtakes them, and 
if they left their young behind them, the 
chances are their exact locality would be 
forgotten P 

When the young are well grown and able 


to shift for themselves of course the old ones 
have an easier life of it, and until the frosts 
of autumn destroy their insect food their 
lives are passed in the midst of plenty. 

But when the chilly winds have sent the 








birds to their winter homes, and all nature 
is prepared to put on the livery of winter, in- 


| stead of leaving the scenes where they have 


passed the pleasant days of summer they 
repair to their haunts in the caves and walls, 
and hanging by the hind feet in little groups 
of five or six together they pass the dreary 
season, in one unbroken sleep. 

The common bat of the Eastern States is 
the brown or Carolina bat— Vespertilio Car- 
olinensis, It is the species we most often 
see flitting about the streets, and over the 
houses in thecities and about the forests 
and fields of the country. It is far from un- 
interesting as a pet; and from the numbers 
I have had at different times in captivity 1 
have been able to learn considerable of their 
habits, 

During the day time they remain perfectly 
still, their little eyes shut, and their wings 
folded. Speeimens that I have had loose in 
my room always hung by the hind feet from 
a picture frame or shelf until the early twi- 
light. If they were disturbed during the day 
they opened their mouths’ bristling with fine 
teeth, and emitted a chattering shriek. Ifa 
fly or small piece of meat were put in their 
mouths they almost invariably swallowed it, 
after masticating a little. If much disturbed 
they left their peroh, and, after flying about 
the room for a few moments, again alighted 
on another convenient resting place. It will 
be remembered that the vision of these ani- 
mals inthe daylight is defective, they are 
essentially nocturnal ; but though there were 
many objects hanging against the walls, and 
chairs tables, and other furniture in the room, 
not once have I known a bat to strike 
against them, or against the walls or ceil- 
ing; they were guided entirely by their ex- 
quisite senses of hearing, and touch in the 
flying membrane. Spallanzani, who made 
some experiments with these animals proved 
this fact most conclusively. He suspended 
a number of rods in a room in which he let 
loose some bats which he had blinded, but 
they never once struck against them, not- 
withstanding they were repeatedly changed 
from place to place. 

When twilight commenced my pets were 
all activity, and through the greater par: of 
the night seemed busily engaged in catching 
the flies that were on the ceiling. If a lamp 
were lighted they generally after a few mo- 
ments of nervousness reoccupied their perch- 
es, but if all were still they soon resumed 
their insect hunt. I have had several of 
these animals through the winter and have 
proved to my own satisfaction that the tor- 
p'dity, the long sleep in which they pass 
that season is caused only by a low temper- 
ature, for invariably if 1 held one in my 


hand long enough to impart a proper 
warmth it always awoke and became active.

PROFITS OF SHEEP. 


A correspondent of the Practical Farmer, 
residing within twenty-five miles of Philadel- 
phia, states that one of his certain and reli- 
able sources of profits from year to year is 
keeping sheep. When I first began farming 
twenty years ago, he writes, I depended en- 
tirely on Southdowns. They have always 
proved with me prolific breeders, capital 
nurses, hardy and good feeders, and my 
Southdown mutton ranks in the market with 
“gilt edge” butter. I inform my regular 
customers when I am going to have a fine 
leg or loin of pure Southdown, and they go 
off fast at three or five cents above the mar- 
ket price. In fact, Southdown mutton is the 
best mutton in the world. 

If quality of meat was the only desi-lera- 
tum, | would make no change but as coarser 
wool brings the highest price, and as perhaps 
I gain a little in the weight, of which I am 
not altogether certain, (but at least I do not 
lose any) I have made one cross on my flock 
of one hundred ewes with the Cotswold. 
The best and the finest carcass have resulted 
where the Southdown buck was used on the 
Cotswold ewe. I do not want any finer 
sheep than this makes, and I try to keep 
them for my purpose one-half Southdown 
and one-half Cotswold. What lambs I have 
to spare are all sold in advance to your 
butchers at about eight dollars per head. I 
raise roots, which I consider are indispensa- 
ble in the sheep business, and with good 
management I have the lambs in the market 
in March and Apiil. I consider the roots 
make a good substitute for grass, keep them 
in good heart and with fine health for early 
pasture. It promotes the flow of milk ap- 

etites. I have always followed the advice 
in your paper to keep all my animals healthy 
and thriving, If they once go down or be- 
come stunted, much of one’s food is thrown 
away. Two-thirds of my ewes usually have 
twins. With lambs at eight to nine dollars 
each, and wool at fifty cents a pound, your 
readers can figure up my profits on one hun- 
dred ewes. 


DON'T CHOP WITH A POOR AXE. 


Chopping with a poor axe is like mowing 
grass or like cradling grain with a cradle 
that is not fit for use. A great many chop- 
pers will hack, hack, hack all day with an 
old poor axe, using up sufficient muscle to 
chop two cords of wood, while with that old 
“stub” not more than half acord will be 
chopped. It is the worst sort of policy to 
chop with an old and worn-out tool, as a 
chopper with a good axe, during a few days, 
will earn more than enough to cancel the 
difference between the prices of a new axe 
and an old one, Chopping is fatiguing 
labor, even when a chopper has a good axe. 
If the steel at the edge of the axe has been 
in use so long that it will not retain a satis- 
factory edge, or if the corners have been 
broken off or worn away so that the edge is 
as circular as a small wheel, better cast the 
axe away and procure a new one. In case 
there is a satisfactory amount of steel at the 
edge, let the part of the tool near the cut- 
ting edge be ground down to a proper thick- 
ness. But when grinding beware of reduc- 
ing the steel too thin, Many a good axe 
has been spoiled simply by being ground too 
thin near the cutting edge. The steel close 
to the cutting edge must be sufficiently thick 
to possess the necessary strength required 
to resist the strain when the edge is entering 
hard and gnarly timber. When the steel 
near the cutting edge is ground so thin that 
it is no thicker than a piece of paper, no axe 
can be expected to retain a good cutting 
edge. Many choppers suppose that the 
thinner the steel is near the cutting edge the 
more rapidly they will be able to p deny But 
there never was a more grave mistake. If 
nothing were required when chopping but 
to cut off the grain of the wood, a very thin 
axe would be the best. But the point of the 
axe near the edge should be of such a form 
as to heave out the chips as the grain of the 
timber is severed. In order to accomplish 
this point most efficiently, the cutting edge 
from the front corner to the inside corner 
should not be circular more than one-fourth 
to one-half inch. Then the steel should be 
beveled gradually towards each corner from 
@ point about one inch back of the middle 
of the cutting edge. If ground in this way, 
that peculiar form of the axe will heave out 
a chip at almost every blow.—Practical 
Farmer.

PLYMOUTH COUNTY FAIR. 


The Plymouth County Agricultural Soci- | 
ety held its forty-sixth Exhibition on the | 
20th., 21st and 22d insts, 

The grounds of the Society are in the 
northerly part of the village, but a few 
minutes’ walk from the railroad station. 
Passing through the commanding entrance, 
and once within the inclosure, there spreads | 
out before the visitor some sixty acres of | 
land beautifully diversified with hill and dale 
and profusely ornamented with shade trees. 

The Society hall, une of the finest of the 
kind in the State, is on the south line of the | 
Society’s property, while on the opposite is 
the half mile track and stable, and in the 
rear is the space devoted to the cattle and 
poultry sheds, and that peculiar class of 
human beings whose fall peregrinations 
embrace every agricultural show in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The lower part of the Society building 
was devoted to the exhibits of vegetables, 
fruits, butter and cheese, fancy articles and 
domestic manufactures. The fruit depart- 
ment first attracted attention, both from its 
excellence of display and because it was the 
first that greeted the eye upon entering the 
hall. ‘The grapes were the finest part of the 
display, while the apples followed in order 
of excellence. The pears were only fair in 
quality and development. 

The vegetable department was not as full 
as usual, but there were a large number of 
noble squashes, and not a few finely devel- 
oped potatoes and cabbages. The long pro- 
tracted growth of the past summer has had 
much to do with the falling off in this 
department. 

The butter and cheese cases were quite 
full, and the specimens were unusually fine. 
The array of flowers filled comp.etely the 
space devoted to this portion of the exhibi- 
tion, and ranked well with any similar dis- 

lay we ever saw. It seemed quite like an 
immense nursery. 

Among the cattle pens there was the usual 
representation of plethoric bovines, not a few 
of whom were of superior excellence. A 
number of working cattle and fine bred cows 
attracted attention. The Riverside Farm 
was especially well represented. The poul- 
try department had its customary comple- 
ment of coops, and a good proportion were 
of superior breed. Many of the depart- 
ments were not entirely filled. The entry 
book showed that there were 125 entries of 
cattle, 100 of poultry and 20 of horses and 
colts.

This 
may be accounted for in a measure from the 
belief, which is shared by many, that none 
but cattle with pedigrees can win at cattle 
shows.

cow White Lilly, by B. F.& H. A. Harring- 
ton; North Devons, hy Harvey Dodge; 
Jerseys and an excellent herd of 18, by O. 
B. Hadwen. In this class were also the fine 
herd owned by W. T. Merrifield of Worces- 
ter, all in perfect order and condition. 
William P. Knight of Grafton was also ar 
exhibitor of fine colored herd of Jerseys. Of 
Natives there was but one herd and that the 
property of Elbridge Hewett.

There were thirteen entries of grade milch 
cows, principally Ayrshire, four milch heifers 
and eighteen heifers without calf.

POULTRY, SHEEP AND SWINE. 


The display of poultry, although large, 
was not up to the standard, and in explana- 
tion of this it is said that almost any kind of 
fowl was entered, simply to gain an admis- 
sion ticket. J. R. Pierce of Worcester had 
three coops of his brpwn Leghorn chicks, 
and they were the attraction of breeders, 
their early maturity and fine plumage being 
particularly noticeable. Coops of fine turkeys

C. P. Stockwell of Worcester 
exhibited a fine lot of Pekin ducks. The 
largest exhibitor of fowls was A. H. Rogers 
of Worcester. Swine were more numerously 
shown than in past years, the pure Suffolk 
and the grade Suffolk being the favori ties.

A top-dressing of sand to the depth of 


two or three inches would probably help the 
cranberries some, but it would not kill out 
ali the grass. The best way to do that 
would be to pull it up, if it is too thick and 
rank, or to plough it under and then set the 
meadow over again to cranberries. ‘That 
would, of course, involve considerable work 
and expense. If the vines can be made to 
grow rank enough they will gradually keep 
down the grass, and get the upper hand. 
Why not try a small patch by covering with 
sand, another by paring off the surface and 
setting cut vines, taking for the ex periments 
the spots most infested and overrun with 
grass? Will some of the good and expe- 
rienced cranberry growers among the readers 
of the Ploughman please prescribe ?—[ Ep.

INCORPORATION OF NEW SOCIE- 
TIES,

members to State Board of Agriculture, etc., 
receive publications, etc?

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The headquarters of any new society 
must be at least twelve miles from any old 
society. This is a condition required by law, 
and no new charter is granted to any society 
within that distance. A /und subscribed and 
paid up is of about equal necessity. That is 
the Legislature would expect a body of 
petitioners for a charter to show their faith 
by their works. 

A society can receive a reasonable propor- 
tion of Reports for distribution by making a 
return of its organization to the Secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture in the month 
of November. The reports need not be in 
full detail, but should give a list of the offi- 
cers, the number of members, etc. 
Farmers’ Club that desires 
bundle of Reports for distribution should 
attend to this simple requirement on time.—

DELEGATES FOR 1876. 
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A Practical Test of Milk.—As a 
simple and practical test for the condition 
and quality of milk, the Country Gentleman 
gives the following: “ A series of smail cups 
are arranged in a water-bath or receptable, 


so that the contents of the vats may be heated 
either by steam by water. As the milk comes 


to the factory, a given quantity is taken 
from each patron’s can, and heated in these 
cups until a temperature of about ninety fe- 


grees Fahrenheit is reached. At this tem- 
perature it is found, by practical experiment, 


that the smell of garlic, putridity, fever or 


d'seace of the udder will each unmistakably 
matifest itself by developing the peculier 
odor which characterizes each of these im- 
——- If the milk shows no signs of 

ing unsound or in bad condition, but is 
suspected of being skimmed or diluted with 
water, the sample of each cup is coagulated 
by adding renet, the curd compressed to ex- 

el the whey, and the curd then weighed. 
B knowing the standard weight of the curd 
of a given quantity of milk, and comparing 
it with the sample tested, the variation 
shows the amount of water which has been 
added, or to what extent it has been skimmed, 
and the percentage may be deducted from 
such patron's milk.” 


MAKING Hives.— If you make your own 
hives, select well seasoned lumber; put 
them together ge and substantially, 
and well paint them. Hives thus made cost 
a little’ more, but are the cheapest in the 
end. The reader must here bear especially 
in mind that the use of frames in hives is 
public property; that he can make and ar- 
range then as he has a mind, without caring 
a “continental” for any patent. It is 
well to recollect that large yields of honey 
are less dependent upon this or that sort of 
a hive than the man.—Am. Farm Journal,

A. D., 72, was completed by Titus, in the year 
80, ten years after the overthrow by the Ro- 
mans of the Jewish capital. In commemoration 
of this victory and in honor of the general who 
achieved it, the Arch of Titus was erected and stil! 
stands on the Via Sacra, midway between the 
Coliseum and the Forum. The thousand or more 
Hebrew captives whu as slaves were compelled 
to work on the great Amphitheatre, and who car- 
ried up the third and fourth rows of arches tothe 
height of 179 feet, and completed the colossal 
structure—covering five acres—groaned doubt- 
less under their burdens as did their fathers cen- 
turies before under their task-masters in Egypt. 
Instead of making brick they were probably 
compelled to quarry the huge blocks of stone to 
complete this immense monument of slavery 
and toil, the torture and slaughter house of 
Christians, of whom it is estimated 75,000 per- 
ished for the gratification of the cruel barbaric 
Roman populace. The servitude of the Jews 
was in fulfilment of the sacred Hebrew Scrip- 
ture. is sure, sooner or later to impose 
bondage, to bring retribution, in the case of 
nations, as well as of individuals. ‘Lhe princi- 
ples of Goc’s government through all ages re 
main unchanged, a fact that seems to be ever 
dropping out of mind. 

Probably not less than 100,000 people gathered 
within the walls of the Coliseum on the occasion 
of its dedication, with a display unrivaled by 
Titus. Women even engaged in the gladiatorial 
combats, 5000 beasts and a greater number of 
human captives, it is said, were slaughtered in 
the arena—finally filled with water for a naval 
contest as a brilliant and fitting close. Such 
games and exhibiiions it is thought continued 
100 days, and when all w s over, Titus, it is 
said, wept. His emot‘on was regarded by the 
people as a presentiment of his death, which 
occurred in 81, in the 39:h year of his age. 
For 330 years gladiatorial combats took place in 
the arena of the great amphitheatre, the 
most part compulsory. There were voluntary 
contestants, however,.trained ina sort of college 
at public expense.

| transatiantic governments preserve their ancient 


monuments—casties, palaces,churches, &c.—and 
throw them openin whole or in part free to the 
public, though doubtless weil manned as they 
are at considerable expense, for they are of chief 
interest to tourists, who, attracted by them from 
foreign lands, enrich these countries with their 
gold. 

We had several times entered and passed this 
the grandest relic ot ancient Rome, standing be- 
tween the Esquiline en the North and the Coelian 
on the South, yet had a desire to see and ascend it 
and survey the ‘* Fternal City” by moonlight. 
Une evening after waiting for the moon to rise, 
we took a carriage about lv o’clock, rode down 
the Corso, about a mile in length, the longest and 
broadest street in the city, and bearing to the left 
passed the Mamertine Prison, on the Northern 
slope of the Capitoline, entered the Via Sacra» 
rode past the Roman Forum and the Palace of 
the Cwsars, in which Paul was tried, through 
the Arch ot Titus, to the Arch of Constantine 
on the right and near the Coliseum, a hundred 
yards farther on and to the left, beneath whose 
shadow our driver halted and waited our return. 
We passed under one of the arches and found a 
party with a guide bearing a flaming torch, ready 
to enter the usually locked, then openand guard 
ed gate and ascended. The ladies with us not 
wishing to climb (heavenward materially,) w 
left to stro!l in the Arena down and out of which 
| are openings, mostly filled with debris, which 
of wild 


beasts and dungeons for their human victims, 
while we tollowed the party ascending “ arcves 
on arches” tothe very top, wherea view of

We surveyed the ruims of ancient Rome

What scenes bave been enacted within 
the curcuit of the “Seven Hillis” then encom- 
passing us! beneath and around which moulders 
the dust of nearly eighty generations; among 
them the conquerors ot the world; lustful gen- 
erations Whose pastime was the torture of the 
innocent, of christians whose faith triumphantly 
survives their tall and their memory.

the Mamertine Prison, which we visited, 
“excavated from the solid rock” known to have 
existed centuries before the Christian Era, is 
now beneath the church of 8. Pietro in Carcere 
in which the Aposties, Peter and Paul were 
confined, chained it is said nine months to a 
stone post still pointed out in the horrible lower 
pit, formerly ensered only by # hole in the stone 
floor of the upper rayless dungeon. Possibly 
one or more of Paul's epistles written at Rome 
were dictated from that very rit. How ought 
we to prize and improve ou: liberties, for which 
through successive generations, so great a price 
has been paid! Rising to the surface of the 
stone floor there is a spring or fountain miracul- 
ously made by St. Peter, it is claimed, in order 
to baptize the converted jailors. At the head of 
the modern stairs that lead to the lower dun- 
geon there is in the stone an indentation or 
slight cavity, said to be an impression of Peter's 
face, pressed against the wali by a fierce and 
cruel keeper. We were incredulous; for we did 
not believe that that ardent and impetuous disci- 
ple—who at one time “went to sea on bis legs” to 
meet his Master—yet, fearless and heroic apos- 
tle, who on the day of Pentecost and ever after 
braved the power that crucitied his Lord, and 
finally suffered death for the truth’s sake was so 
hard andso homely &man as that lithograph 
made him—rather as to make that impression in 
stone. 

Among the most attractive works of art, made 
in Rome,to your correspondent are the clegant 
mosaic tables and pictures. We found the 
choicest and most expensive coliection at Roc- 
cheggiani’s, 14 Via Condotti, “* Manutacture de 
Mosuiquese.” 

Another specialty is a white vellum covered 
album filled with views of ruins and of modern 
Rome. On the cover is a gilt-y impression of 
the maternal old wolf with her adopted children 
taking their bresktast; representing the boys 
Romulus and Remus as, according to the story 
they must have appeared twenty-six centuries 
and more ago, imbibing strength and courage 
“with their mother’s milk” to feund the city. 
A specimen of these art-tui things may be oi in- 
terest to our plough-doy friends on the return of
